States in the Dominican Republic is “to 
help prevent another Communist state in 
this hemisphere.” It is evident that Wash- 
ington has learned from the Cuban revolu- 
tion, and that such results will not be al- 
lowed to happen again. Quick, direct 
action by President Johnson, immediately 
followed up by the OAS wisely sending a 
five-man peace commission to stop the 
fighting and to start negotiating to once 
again bring democracy to the Dominican 
Republic has thwarted Communist efforts 
in this hemisphere. 


On Saturday, April 24, a revolution broke 
out in the Dominican Republic. It started 
out as an action dedicated to social justice 
by the rebelous backers of former president 
Juan Bosch, who was ousted by the mili- 
tary in September, 1963, because of the 
fear that his leniency with left-wing ex- 
tremists would result in a Castro-type 
takeover.

They have aided in the evacuation of 
over eight thousand Americans and 
other nationals, they have been dis- 
tributing food, medicine, and health 
equipment, they have established a 
neutral zone for refugees from the 
fighting, and their very presence in 
the Dominican Republic has slowed 
down the impetus of the revolution. 

Sunday night, in a televised address to 
the nation, President Johnson staged that 
thebe troops “have attacked no one, and 
although some, of our servicemen have lost 
their lives, not a single civilian as a result 
of this protection has lost their lives.” 

He further stated that “We do not want to 
bury anyone . . . but we do not intend to 
be buried.” In charging that Communist 
conspirators had seized control of the 
Dominican revolt, President Johnson went 
on to state that the goal of the United
